Tells Of Offer Of Seven Per 
Gent, Increase In Wages 


OPENS ROAolflTsETTLEMENT 


From surface indications it now 


appears that there are good hopes for 
a (speedy solution of the difficulties 
which arose between the New York 
Central railroad company and their 
employes in the car repairing depart- 
ment on their lines at Buffalo and 
east. 


Chairman Henderson of the local 


committee was called to Buffalo Sun- 
day last to attend a meeting of the 
committee looking after the interests 
of the men and is still in Buffalo on 
the mission which called him there. 


In a letter received last evening by 


Burgess Callahnn from F. W. Brazier 
superintendent of rolling stock for 
the company and the man in charge 
of the wage dispute for the company, 
the statement is made that the New 
York Central has arranged to grant a 
seven per centfl increase in wages to 
both their day and piece workers to 
take effect April 1st. 


Upon receipt of this 
intelligence 


The Progress 
representative got in 


touch with a number of the men and 
endeavored to learn whether such an 
increase would satisfy their demands, 
but in the absence of Chairman Hen- 
derson no official expression could be 
secured. 
It seemed to be the general 


opinion of the men that such an in- 
crease would not be sufficient to meet 
their requirements. 


When the matter was taken up with 


the company on February 17th, the 
committee representing the men de- 
manded a flat increase of thirty per 
cent, in all branches of work. 
This 


w«'» prompty refused by the company 
and the walkout occurred March 1st. 


The action granting the seven per 


cent, increase mentioned above is the 
first indication since that time that 
the company felt they should grant 
any increase, although Mr. Brazier, 
while in Clearfteld last week admit- 
ted that some of the men were really 
entitled to a raise. 


It is a hopeful sign at lea'st and 


Clearfield people generally will hope 
that when the committee and com- 
pany representatives get together at 
Buffalo they will arrive at a settle- 
ment satisfactory and fair to all par- 
ties concerned.

Letter Received By Burgess 


Tells Of Offer Of Seven Per 
Gent, Increase In Wages 


OPENS ROAolflTsETTLEMENT 


From surface indications it now 


appears that there are good hopes for 
a (speedy solution of the difficulties 
which arose between the New York 
Central railroad company and their 
employes in the car repairing depart- 
ment on their lines at Buffalo and 
east. 


Chairman Henderson of the local 


committee was called to Buffalo Sun- 
day last to attend a meeting of the 
committee looking after the interests 
of the men and is still in Buffalo on 
the mission which called him there. 


In a letter received last evening by 


Burgess Callahnn from F. W. Brazier 
superintendent of rolling stock for 
the company and the man in charge 
of the wage dispute for the company, 
the statement is made that the New 
York Central has arranged to grant a 
seven per centfl increase in wages to 
both their day and piece workers to 
take effect April 1st. 


Upon receipt of this 
intelligence 


The Progress 
representative got in 


touch with a number of the men and 
endeavored to learn whether such an 
increase would satisfy their demands, 
but in the absence of Chairman Hen- 
derson no official expression could be 
secured. 
It seemed to be the general 


opinion of the men that such an in- 
crease would not be sufficient to meet 
their requirements. 


When the matter was taken up with 


the company on February 17th, the 
committee representing the men de- 
manded a flat increase of thirty per 
cent, in all branches of work. 
This 


w«'» prompty refused by the company 
and the walkout occurred March 1st. 


The action granting the seven per 


cent, increase mentioned above is the 
first indication since that time that 
the company felt they should grant 
any increase, although Mr. Brazier, 
while in Clearfteld last week admit- 
ted that some of the men were really 
entitled to a raise. 


It is a hopeful sign at lea'st and 


Clearfield people generally will hope 
that when the committee and com- 
pany representatives get together at 
Buffalo they will arrive at a settle- 
ment satisfactory and fair to all par- 
ties concerned.
